Swing of — 
county | 
budget ax 
results in 
two layoffs

After a bit of apprehension on behalf of 
some Crawford County Commissioners, 
the board gave notice that at least three and 
half positions will be eliminated through 
layoffs and attrition. 

The county board, at its regular monthly 
meeting last week, voted to issue Jay office 
notices to Theresa Andrews and Jeri 
Selthoffer. Andrews is a full-time secretary 
for the Crawford County Sheriff’s Office, 
while Selthoffer worked as a part-time sec- 
retary for Crawford County Equalization 
Department. 

In addition, Crawford County Shenff 
Kirk Wakefield has agreed to eliminate a 
road patrol deputy. Veteran Road Patrol 
Deputy Conrad Niederhouse currently is on 
medical leave and is expected to go on 
long-term disability because of injuries sus- 
tained in an off duty snowmobiling acci- 
dent. Deputy Chase Bamett will fill that 
slot, and will work 25 percent of his time 
as the Crawford County School District’s 
School liaison officer. Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo said the county 
has applied for two Cops in Schools grants, 
which are expected to be fully funded, 
which would put Barnett back in the 
schools full-time. 

Finally, Carol Conklin, a long-time coun- 
ty employee who works in the Crawford 
County Prosecutor’s Office, is expected to 
retire near the end of the year. Her position 
will not be replaced. 

County Commissioner Scott Hanson 


requested more time to review the budget 
before issuing layoff notices. But a motion 
to delay the action until Thursday, Sept. 2 
was nullified because of a tie vote among 
the county board members.

| Michigan law prohibits a principal or teacher from admitting new entrants to school without a record of hav- 
|, ing received at least one dose of each; measles, mumps, rubella, polio, diphtheria, tetanus and pertussis. Records 
for all entering kindergarten students and students enrolled from outside the district will be reviewed to ensure 
immunizations are up to date. Notice will be sent to parents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon 
j_ school entry or if records are incomplete. Students not in compliance with state immunization requirements will 
be excluded from school until documentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they 
| have a religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objection for medical 
) Teasons which has been signed by a physician. Michigan law requires that all students be immunized against 
| diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measles, mumps and rubella. Immunization can be obtained from your physi- 

} cian or health department. 


| BUILDING USE BY OUTSIDE GROUPS 


Persons or groups wishing to use school district facilities outside of the regular school day can call 
the Community Education Director at 348-6137. A building request form will be provided and if the 
request is approved, a contract will be completed. It is the policy of the district to charge a fee for 
such use.

Compo said the county’s 
audit committee started out 
with a deficit of $953,170, 
when it was considering 
budget requests from all 
county departments. With 
the layoffs and attrition and 
not granting budget request 
increases, the deficit is cur- 
rently down to under 
$100,000. The county’s fis- 
cal budget year begins on 
Oct. I. 

Compo said he wanted to 
notify employees of the lay- 
off as soon as possible so 
they could pursue other 
employment opportunities. 

“Based on the deficit we 
were facing and the deci- 
sions we had to make, it 
would be better for those 
concerned to have as much 
of a notice as possible,” he 
said. 

The budget shortfall was 


caused by a decrease in 
property values, property 
foreclosures and loss of rev- 
enues from the state. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange noted that 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers was able to bring 
Stacy Mead to his office 
when he. took office. 
Selthoffer was hired to 
allow the county to expand 
its Government Information 
System department, which 
will now be impacted. 

“All we’re doing is taking 
it back to the staffing level 
to what it was before,” 
Lange said. 

Lange also said changes 
within the Crawford County 
Jail’s administration and 
Road Patro] Division has 
created more efficiency 
within the department, 
allowing for the layoff of 
the secretary. 


County officials said that 
they did not replace the 
environmental monitor 
when Bruce Patrick retired 
earlier this year. Compo has 
since assumed those duties 
for the county. Employees 
were not given raises for the 
upcoming budget year, were 
required to pay higher 
deductibles for health insur- 
ance, county capital outlays 
were eliminated and special 
revenues were moved into

the general fund budget. 

“IUs not going to be a 
good time for the next two 
years,” Lange said. ““There’s 
no way around it.” 

The county has just over 
a month to find ways to cut 
the remaining $100,000 
from the budget.

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MICHIGAN POLITICIANS from both 
major parties this week will decide which 
candidates for the Michigan Supreme Court 
will go before the voters on November 2. 

But wait: Isn’t the state’s highest judicial 
tribunal supposed to be non-partisan and 
above politics? 

As Shakespeare put it: Ah, there’s the rub. 

How we fill the seven seats on the 
Michigan Supreme Court just doesn’t make 
sense, and application of high-money pres- 
sure politics in more recent times has made 
it worse, | 

Under our state constitution, Supreme 
Court justices must be elected. Here’s what 
Article VI, Section 2 requires: 

“The supreme court shall consist of seven 
justices elected at non-partisan elections as 
provided by law. The term of office shall be 
eight years and not more than two terms of 
office shall expire at the same time. 
Nominations for justices of the supreme 
court shall be in the manner prescribed by 
law. Any incumbent justice whose term is to 
expire may become a candidate for re-elec- 
tion by filing an affidavit of candidacy, in 
the form and manner prescribed by law, not 
less than 180 days prior to the expiration of 
his (sic) term.” 

Section 24 of the same article adds anoth- 
er important provision for judges of all 
Michigan courts: “There shall be printed

upon the ballot under the name of each 
incumbent justice or judge who is a candi- 
date for nomination or election to the same 
office the designation of that office.” 

In case of a vacancy on the Supreme 
Court, the governor appoints a successor to 
serve until the next state election, when the 
appointee can run for the balance of the 
term. The ballot designation as “supreme 
court justice” is a huge help to an appointed 
justice. Three of the present justices all first 
arrived on the supreme court by appoint- 
ment of former Gov. John Engler. 

* * * 

THE POPULAR election part of this pro- 
vision is a carryover from earlier constitu- 
tions. The number of justices was changed 
from nine to seven in the 1963 constitution, 
and the candidacy by affidavit was added in 
1963, too. 

The rest of our non-sensical system — per- 
mitting nomination of justice candidates by 
political parties — is part of the law created 
by the legislature to implement the constitu- 
tion, 

So while Republican and Democratic par- 
ties select candidates for the Supreme Court, 
the candidates then must shun the party 
label and run for election as non-partisans. 
The theory, which usually in Michigan fails 
in practice, is that the successful justices 
then will conduct their offices in an inde-

pendent manner, without regard to their par- 
tisan roots. 

The theory just doesn’t work, and the sys- 
tem invites undue pressures upon the suc- 
cessful candidates, largely through issue- 
related contributions which permit heavy 
advertising and other promotional efforts, 
either for or against specific candidates. 

Liberal and conservative groups, business 
and fabor interests, all work the system to 
their own advantage. Whichever side pro- 
duces the winning justices could wind up 
with a very sympathetic ear on Michigan’s 
highest court. 

The law should be changed, and probably 
the state constitution should be changed, 
too, to prevent the sham of judicial indepen- 
dence. 

* * * 

SCOTUS ADVICE — The only election 
necessary for membership on the Supreme 
Court of the United States (SCOTUS) is a 
supportive friend in the White House. 

The nine seats on the federal suprerne 
court are filled by appointment of the presi- 
dent, and subject to confirmation by the US 
Senate. 

In his first year in office, President Obama 
has been able to pick two justices, which is 
an unusually swift court turnover for a pres- 
ident. Some presidential terms pass with no 
appointments. 


What should a president seek in filling the 
Supreme Court? Michigan Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm, who has been part of the specu- 
lation about both Obama vacancies, a few 
months ago offered these ideas on a nation- 
al TV panel show: 

“It’s a very wise move to consider experi- 
ence that isn’t just from the judiciary, People 
who have applied the laws and seen their 
impact — for somebody to see and experi- 
ence what everyday people see and experi- 
ence, | think that’s important.” 

Maybe President Obama was listening to 
her advice when he nominated Justice Elena 
Kagan, who is the only member of the pre- 
sent court who has not already been a judge. 

Sen. Harry Reid, who comes from way 
out in Nevada, in remarks after helping 
guide Justice Kagan through the confirma- 
tion process, also offered a suggestion to the 
president for the next nominee. 

Noting that all nine justices are either 
from Harvard, Yale or Princeton, Sen. Reid 
suggested the president should find the next 
justice from somewhere other than the Ivory 
Towers of the East. Like out west, we pre- 
sume.

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As the nationwide egg 
recall investigation contin- 
ues, the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA) is urging consumers 
to err on the side of caution 
and cook their eggs thor- 
oughly. 

“The ongoing nationwide 
egg recall has many con- 
sumers worried about the 
safety of their eggs,” said 
Katherine Fedder, MDA’s 
Food and Dairy Division 
Director. “We are working 
aggressively with our Jocal, 
state, and federal investiga- 
tion partners to determine 
which food retailers in the 
state may have received the 
recalled eggs; however, 
there are several simple 
steps consumers can follow 
to reduce the likelihood of a 
foodborne illness _ like 
Salmonella.” 

Eggs, like meat, poultry, 
milk, and other foods, are 
generally safe when han- 
dled properly. Shell eggs are 
safest when stored in the 
refrigerator, individually 
and thoroughly cooked, and 
promptly consumed. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), the larg- 
er the number of Salmonella 
bacteria present in the egg, 
the more likely it is to cause 
illness. Keeping eggs ade- 
quately refrigerated pre- 
vents Salmonella present in 
the eggs from growing, so 
eggs should be kept refrig- 
erated until they are used. 

“Cooking reduces the 
number of bacteria present 


in an egg; however, an egg 
with a runny yolk still poses 
a greater health risk than a 
completely cooked egg,” 
said Fedder. ‘Concerned 
consumers should feel free 
to ask their local grocer or 
area restaurant who sup- 
plied their eggs.” 

Following a few simple 
egg safety steps can help 
prevent foodborne iljness: 
Don’t eat recalled eggs or 
products containing 
recalled eggs. 

Recalled eggs might still 
be in grocery stores, restau- 
rants, and consumers’ 
homes. Consumers who 
have recalled eggs should 
discard them or return them 
to their retailer for a refund. 
Individuals who think they 
might have become ill from 
eating recalled eggs should 
consult their health care 
providers. For further infor-

* Keep shell eggs proper- 
ly refrigerated. 

* Discard cracked or dirty 
eggs. 

*Wash hands, cooking 
utensils, and food prepara- 
lion surfaces with soap and 
water after contact with raw 
eggs. 

* Eggs should be cooked 
until both the white and the 
yolk are firm and eaten 
promptly after cooking. 

* Refrigerate unused or 
leftover — egg-containing 


foods promptly. 

« Avoid eating raw eggs. 

* Avoid restaurant dishes 
made with raw or under- 
cooked, unpasteurized eggs. 
Restaurants should use pas- 
teurized eggs in any recipe 
(such as Hollandaise sauce 
or Caesar salad dressing) 
that calls for raw eggs. 
Under the Michigan Food 
Code, restaurants are 
required to denote items 
that may contain raw or 
undercooked items on their 
menus. 

Consumption of raw or 
undercooked eggs should be 
avoided, especially by 
young children, elderly per- 
sons, and persons with 
weakened immune systems 
or debilitating illness. 

Salmonella — Enteritidis 
can be found inside eggs 
that appear normal. If the 
eggs are eaten raw or under- 
cooked, the bacterium can 
cause illness. 

Egg-associated illness 
caused by Salmonella is a 
serious public health prob- 
lem. Infected individuals 
may suffer mild to severe 
gastrointestinal illness, 
short-term or chronic arthri- 
tis, or even death.

The Jews as 
Enemies, Elect, & 
Esteemed 


In Romans 11:28,29 God 


reminds the Gentiles in the 
church of Rome of the para- 
dox between the Jews as ene- 
mies of the gospel, yet elect 
and esteemed of God: “28As 
concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: 
but as touching the election, 
they are beloved for the 
fathers’ sakes. 29For the gifts 
and calling of God are with- 
out repentance.” 

God already explained to 
us why Jews are enemies to 
the gospel in Romans 11:11: 
“LIL say then, Have they 
stumbled that they should 
fall? God forbid: but rather 
through their fall salvation is 
come unto the Gentiles, for to 
provoke them to jealousy.” 
Paul explained this also in | 
Thessalonians 2215510: 
“15Who both killed the Lord 
Jesus, and their own 
prophets, and have persecut- 
ed us; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all 
men: 16Forbidding us to 
speak to the Gentiles that 
they might be saved, to fill up 
their sins alway: for the wrath 
is come upon them to the 
uttermost.” 

But though the Jews of 
Isracl are enemies of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, in 
contrast, a remnant remains 


God’s elect people: “....but 
as touching the election, they 
are beloved for the fathers’ 
sakes.” Isaiah 45:4 reminds 
us Israel was God’s elect 
before they even knew Him: 
“4For Jacob my servant’s 
sake, and Israel mine elect, I 
have even called thee by thy 
name: I have surnamed thee, 
though thou hast not known 
me.” As we saw in Romans 
11:7, Israel failed by seeking 
to receive salvation by their 
own works, yet God elected a 
remnant to salvation and 
blinded the rest of them: 
“7 What then? Israel hath not 
obtained that which he 
seeketh for; but the election 
hath obtained it, and the rest 
were blinded.” 

We saw God illustrate the 
election of Jacob over Esau 
before they were born: 
“l1(For the children being 
not yet born, neither having 
done any good or evil, that 
the purpose of God according 
to election might stand, not of 
works, but of him that cal- 
leth;} 121t was said unto her, 
The elder shall serve the 
younger. 13As it is written, 
Jacob have | loved, but Esau 
have [ hated.” (Romans 9:1 1- 
13). As Romans {1:5 remind- 
ed us: “SEven so then at this 
present time also there is a 
remnant according to the 
election of grace.” 

Finally we see in Romans 
11:29 why the remnant Jews 


of Israel remain God’s chosen 
people: “29For the gifts and 
calling of God are without 
repentance.” Salvation is 
always a gift of God’s grace 
alone. Romans 6:23 reminds 
us the only wages we can 
earn brings death: “'23For the 
wages of sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eterna! life 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” Ephesians 2:8,9 says, 
“8For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: 9Not of works, lest any 
man should boast. “ 

God’s calling is also 
unchangeable as 2 Timothy 
1:9 says, “9Who hath saved 
us, and called us with an holy 
calling, not according to our 
works, but according to his 
own purpose and = grace, 
which was given us in Christ 
Jesus before the world 
began.” That is why Roman 
8:28 assures us: “28And we 
know that all things work 
together for good to them thal 
love God, to them who are 
the called according to his 
purpose.” 

2 Peter 1:10 assures us that 
if we make our calling and 
election sure, “....ye shall 
never fall.” Pastor “B”

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Viking Vision Academy | 
Program set to take flight

About a dozen students 
will be enrolled in the inau- 
gural class for the Grayling 
High School Viking Vision 
Academy Program when 
the school year gets under- 
way in a couple weeks. 

Crawford County was 
successful in obtaining a 
three-year grant through 
the Office of Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency 
Prevention to create a 
career academy at Grayling 
High School. The grants 
have helped communities 
prevent delinquency and 
improve the lives of youth 
and their families across 
the country. 

The academy will be 
supported by $405,000 in 
federal and local funds. 

Between eight to 12 stu- 
dents, who will be enrolled 
in the high school alterna- 
tive education program, 
will be chosen after inter- 
views with the students and 
parents this week. 

Grayling High School 
and court officials will tar- 
get freshmen and sopho- 
mores at risk of becoming 
school dropouts, being 
placed out of the home 
with other family members 
or in foster care or incar- 
ceration. 

While taking classes to 
meet their regular school 
curriculum requirements, 
the students will also be 
“career cruising” to deter- 
mine what they want to do 


. after graduation, said Tom 


Haskel, court administrator 
for the 46th Circuit Trial 
Court for Crawford 
County. 

“We want kids to gradu- 
ate from high school and 
have a clear plan on what 
they are going to do for 
their post-secondary edu- 
cation or career,” Haskel 
said. 

Family Court social 
workers Kay Golnick, 
Cheryl McCurdy and Patti 
Bonamie wil! be assisting 
the program for the county. 
Haskel said an attendant 
mentor or paraprofession- 
al, school social workers 
and academic counselors 


will also provide resources. 


The federal grant will 
also pay 25 percent of 
Crawford County School 
Liaison Officer Chase 
Barnett’s salary to work 
within the academy and 
continue serving the school 
district. 

“T’m very optimistic that 
this will help children 
graduate from high 
school,” Haskel said. 

Last week, the Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Board hired Erin Krabill to 
serve as the Grayling High 
School Viking Vision 
Academy program teacher 
for the 2010-11 school 
year. Krabill served as a 
fill-in teacher last year and 
is wife of Bret Krabill, a 
Grayling Middle School 
mathematics teacher and 
junior varsity baseball

Social studies 
makes up a majority of the 
regular curriculum the stu- 
dents must learn, plus 
Krabill will help the stu- 
dents meet their communi- 
ty service requirements, 
Pummell added that the 
position was sought by 
more teachers than other 
teaching jobs available 
with the district prior to the 
start of the school year. 

Pummell said the com- 
munity can expect to 
receive periodic updates on 
the Viking Vision Career 
Academy Program since a 
team effort went into 
obtaining the grant.
